He spent his boyhood days 
in Pittsburgh, and on the death of 
his parents, he was forced to depend 
upon his own efforts for a liveli­ 
hood and how well he succeeded is 
shown by the subsequent events.

Dr. Harris completed his prelimi­ 
nary education in the University of 
Western Pennsylvania, and gradu­ 
ated from the Hahnemann Medical 
College of Philadelphia in 1878, and 
soon thereafter located in New Cas­ 
tle and practiced his chosen profes­ 
sion here all his life.

Appropriation of $50,000,000 to 
feed army rations to 250,000 miners 
and dependents for one year in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, West Virginia, 
Kentucky and Indiana and train 
them for different occupations. 
Distribution of clothing by the la­ 
bor department and appropriation 
of $20,000,000 to buy 1,000,000 men’s 
suits, 1,000,000 women’s suits and 
2,000,000 pairs of shoes. 
Establishmerk of five health sta 
tions by public health service for 
care of itinerant workers with ap­ 
propriation of $10,000,000.

Whatever the failures of Chris 
tianity, it has succeeded sufficiently 
to create a demand for Christlike 
honesty and Christlike idealism.

It is futile to keep calling for 
confidence in markets and industry 
as long as war clouds threaten re­ 
curring downpours of destruction. If 
the year 1932 does not see America 
iorward steps gainst war, 
it will be held responsible for the 
next war. Those two steps are en­ 
try into the World court and lead­ 
ership in the disarament conference 
at Geneva.

It was learned 40 Chinese were kil­ 
led and one Japanese officer and 
four soldiers were wounded in one 
battle in the area. 
All towns and villages in the vic­ 
inity of Hsinmin, which is 37 miles 
from Mukden, will be cleared of the 
bandit forces, which include Chin­ 
ese irregulars, and it was believed 
the Japanese considered it necessary 
also to clear out Chinese regular 
troops still remaining in Suichung 
and Tsienwei, town to the south be­ 
tween Chinchow and Shanalkuan. 
Bridge Is Burned 
Anti-Japanese 
elements 
began 
their activities afresh with the burn­ 
ing of a railway bridge and ties at 
Liuhokou, 45 miles from Mukden. 
A few hours later a body of 
400 
Chinese attacked Hsinmin, and It 
was here the casualties occurred. 
A railway bridge was blown up 
north of Hsinmin, and while Japan­ 
ese troop« were repairing it they 
were attacked by Chinese Irregulars. 
The Chinese finally were dispersed 
with the aid of forces rushed from 
Hsinmin. 
Meanwhile further reports of mob 
fights in Harbin continued to trickle 
in, revealing a total of six deaths 
within the past two days. The dis­ 
turbances occurred 
between 
both 
white and red Russians and Chin­ 
ese.

I have been so interested in the

or 
bidding that I was willing to devot* 
more tim e to the m atch than I had 
expected to do at the beginning. 
An accurate count of the aces 
and kings held disclosed that the 
high cards held by the opposing 
sides had been about even. 
The matter of distribution, which 
plays a very large part in the suc­ 
cess or failure of contracts at the 
bridge table, has, if anything, fav­ 
ored our opponents, and yet we are 
16835 points ahead, due. as I firmly 
believe, to the fact that we used 
the better system of bidding. This 
might make it appear that our op- 
ponent^ had played badly, 
not so. 
Accurate Players. 
As a player and in analyzing the 
hands, I have watched with keen 
admiration the play of all three of 
my opponents—Mr. Lenz, Mr. Os­ 
wald Jacoby and Commander Win­ 
field Liggett, Jr., they have lived up 
to their reputation as brilliant and 
accurate players. 
In view of this, 
the results speak for themselves. 
As much cannot be said for the 
system of bidding used by them.

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How Fats 
Are Utilized 
In the Diet 


Dr. Clendening Avers Mid­ 
dle Aged Folk Eat 
Too Much 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, ML D. 
The worst dietary error of people 
paiil middle age is eating too much 
fat. From what can be observed in 
^otnes and restaurants, and learned 
from questioning people, the amount 
of fat in the average American die­ 
tary is nearly twice as much as tne 
ideal dietary calls for. 
The ideal dietary calls for 
100 
grams of fat, yielding 900 calories. 
An average serving of butter weighs 
15 grams and is 85 per cent fat. If 
one of these servings is eaten each 
meal there is 37 grams, and the 
amount of fat in gravy, as part of 
meat, as salad drdessings, for cook­ 
ing, etc., certainly brings the daily 
amount up to beyond the 100 gram 
mark for most of us. 
The reason is, of course, that fat 
lends itself to cooking and flavoring 
in a way vtry agreeable to the pal­ 
ates of those past middle age. 
U 
is usual for the taste for candies 
and sweets to diminish after the 
age of 30. It is replaced by an in­ 
clination to fats. 
Possibly this is partly instinctive. 
During the extremely active life of 
childhood, sweets furnish the most 
rapidly available source of energy. 
Fats are concentrated fuel, but they 
take some time to get into action— 
to be absorbed and to be broken 
down so they can be utilized in the 
body. They furnish nearly twice as 
many calories per gram as sugars 
and starches, but they do not fur­ 
nish it so readily. 
Furthermore, fat is a dirty fuel. 
It is often not completely burned 
and is likely to leave behind waste 
product« which if not thrown off 
produce an excess of acid in the 
body. That is particularly likely to 
happen ir 
diabetes. 
The coma 
which terminates the lives of many 
diabetics is caused by an accumu­ 
lation of acid bodies in the blood 
from an incomplete utilization of 
the fats. Fats always need a cer­ 
tain amount of carbohydrates to be 
burned in the body in order to have 
the fat converted into energy. 
Fats, however, are absolutely nec­ 
essary ingredients of the diet, if for 
no other reason than because they 
are sources for the fat-soluble vita­ 
mins A and D. Also if we left fats 
entirely out of our diet it would re­ 
quire too much bulk to obtain the 
requisite amount of daily energy 
from the carbohydrates alone. An­ 
other consideration is that it is 
hardly possible to get protein in or­ 
dinary foods without taking in some 
fat along with it. Meat, milk and 
eggs-—the ordinary sources of pro-

tein—all have fat mixed with the 
protein. 
Nuts contain a large amount of 
fat. 
If nuts were more digestible 
they would represent an almost per­ 
fect food. They contain high per­ 
centages of protein, fat and carbo­ 
hydrate. And they are highly con­ 
centrated 
foods. 
Squirrels show 
good judgment in storing them for 
their winter food supply. For the 
human digestive tract, however, the 
values of nuts are not readily avail­ 
able because only a very small part 
of their substance is reduced by the 
digestive juices so it can be ab­ 
sorbed.

even referring to them, is not at 
all uncommon. 
As parents we are concerned about 
the problem in regard to character 
building. 
We should like to have 
our children acquire a high respect 
for others’ rights, including their 
creations. 
We should want 
our 
children to be no more ready 
to 
quote knowingly from 
an 
author 
without due acknowledgement than 
to use his pen or book or golf clubs 
without his permission. 
As soon as the school child begins 
to prepare written compositions he 
is likely to be tempted to plagiarize.

not, even though they think they 
are. 
Whereas it is well for 
the 
teacher always to keep her 
eyes 
open, she is a weakling if she turns 
herself into a sneak and a detective. 
Pupils who really want to cheat in 
examinations and other work pre­ 
pared outside the 
classroom 
can 
easily do so if they desire. 
They 
least often cheat from the teacher 
whom they most esteem, and who 
spends least 
time 
at 
trying 
to 
“catch” them. 
Many children never having learn­ 
ed to summarize a paragraph or to 
turn it into their own language, 
merely copy from a reference book, 
not aware that 
they 
are 
doing 
wrong. 
Most have been told that 
quotation marks should be used un- 
11 long past the time when they 
degan to quote. 
Of course some teachers, while do­ 
ing their college and 
university 
work, had themselves been rabid 
plagiarists, and their professors pro­ 
bably had been, too. 
Among the 
most serious offenders at such theft 
are 
certain 
professors, 
however 
eminent, who seem 
to have 
no 
scruples about Incorporating papers 
and researches of their students, 
sometimes verbatim, often without 
any acknowledgement, in t h e i r 
books. 
Many a man or woman has 
been amazed at reading whole para­ 
graphs and pages of his or her own 
work in a book or article alleged to 
have been written by a former pro­ 
fessor, and looks in vain for a word 
of acknowledgement to the author 
of the stolen materials so boldly 
used. 
I am sure we parents are greatly 
interested in this problem, and want 
to help our children, particularly for 
their own self-respect, to have an 
abhorrence of the practice of plagi­ 
arism. 
Provided we have earned 
the esteem and comradeship of our 
children, we can do them good by 
discussing this matter freely with 
them.

One of the most amazing things 
ever attempted by the inhdbitanta 
of this earth will be the opening of 
the Chicago World’s Fair next year 
by using the star Arcturus as the 
power to set the machinery in mo­ 
tion. 
Arcturus Is forty light years dis­ 
tant from the earth. 
That ipeans 
its distance is 1.000 million, million 
miles from us. 
It takes forty years 
to travel from Arcturus to the earth, 
speeding at the rate of 186,000 miles 
a second. 
It is a sun of marvelous 
proportions, its diameter being one 
hundred times that of our sun. It 
is approaching the earth at the rate 
of five miles a second, but that is 
only one component part of its mo­ 
tion, it is moving through space at 
the rate of 300 miles a second. 
A demonstration 
was 
recently 
given at the American Museum of 
Natural History in New York by O. 
H. Caldwell, former U. S. 
Radio 
Commissioner, and now editor of 
Electronics, “as to how a beam of 
light from a distant star can be 
used to switch on the lights of the 
Chicago Exposition. 
But don’t ask me to explain how 
it will be done, because

All I know is what I gather 
from the following paragraph copied 
from “The Amateur Astronomer ”. 
(New York): 
“In the actual experiment,

planned at Chicago, the light from 
Arcturus will be gathered by the 
forty-inch telescope of the Yerkes 
Observatory, focused on a photo cell 
and the output of this, amplified, 
will be transmitted to Chicago to 
open the Exposition.”

S. Scientist, 
Carl Bishop, In 
Yerbal Dispute 


Chinese Think Work Of Ex- 
cavatili* Should Be 
Done By Them 


(International N ew s Service) 
PEIPING, 
Jan. 
6,—Many 
an 
American scientist* and explorer has 
been tripped up here merely because 
he has at ter 
tempted to serve the best 
interests of his home museum or in­ 
stitution. The latest victim is Mr. 
Carl Bishop, for many years arch­ 
aeologist in China of the Freer Gal­ 
lery of Art o; the Smithsonian In­ 
stitution of Washington. The Chi­ 
nese National Commission for the 
Preservation of Antiquities rushed 
into print with a letter addressed 
to the Shansi Provincial author­ 
ities requesting that the excava­ 
tions made by Mr. Bishop’s assist­ 
ants be stopped on the grounds 
that his was a purely American en­ 
deavor whereas such work should 
be in the hands of Chinese societies. 
Mr. Bishop admitted to Inter­ 
national News Service that although 
he was taken by surprise at the 
public announcement, nevertheless 
he was aware that certain Chinese 
had been gunning him without com­ 
ing into the open. He explains that 
he personally has not done any ex­ 
cavating for years, having entrusted 
the work to his Chinese assistants 
against whom less criticism might 
be directed. 
Furthermore, he points dut he has 
an agreement with the Shansi Pro­ 
vincial Library at Taiyuanfu and 
with the Normal CoUtgef for Women 
of Peiping, whereby nothing taken 
from the earth by his workers shall 
be shipped from China, all of which 
sccqrds with the national laws on 
the subject of 
historical objects. 
Thus far the expedition has dis­ 
covered pottery and stone imple­ 
ments dating back several thou­ 
sand years, many of which are al­ 
ready being exhibited in Taiyuanfu 
Library. 
Apparently the Une which trip­ 
ped Mr. Bishop was the dismissal 
of a 
Chinese 
assistant 
by 
Mr. 
Bishop’s chief field director. Mr. 
Tung Kwangchung. The man was 
let out for inefficiency but he prov­ 
ed efficient at least in stirring up 
trouble. He returned to Peiping and 
filed a complaint with the National 
Commission for the Preservation of 
Antiquities, which without checking 
his charges wrote to the Shansi au­ 
thorities. However,

Bishops 
long popularity in Chinese scientific 
circles is certain to smooth out the 
row without further interference.
